Moore fired back on Twitter Mon- 
day afternoon, saying McConnell is 
the one who should step aside. 

“He has failed conservatives and 
must be replaced,” Moore said, adding 
the hashtag “DrainTheSwamp,” a ref- 
erence to Trump’s efforts to “clean up” 
government corruption.
